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INTERVIEW SUMMARY UNDER 37 CFft SU33 AND MPEP S713.04 

A telephonic interview in the above-referenced case was conducted on March 17, 2005, 
and again on March 29, 2005, with Examiner Auguong and the undersigned. The Office Action 
mailed on November 16, 2004 was discussed. Specifically, Moore et al (U.S. Patent No. 
6,51 5,904) and proposed amendments (now being presented) were discussed with the intent to 
place the claims in better condition for allowance or appeal. The Examiner indicated that the 
proposed amendments appear to make the application allowable over Moore et al , The 
Applicants wish to sincerely thank the Examiner for his time and attention in this case. 



REMARKS 

Claim 1 has been canceled. Claims 2, 4, 6, 13, 14, 15, and 25 have been amended to 
clarify the subject matter regarded as the invention. Claims 2-38 are pending. 

Claims 1 - 38 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the rejections and objection. Claim 6 has been re-written 
in independent form and recites both a first and a second comparator. Both comparators are 
"capable of producing" outputs that are "a function of the selected cell input." Moore et al. does 
not teach or suggest the claimed invention. Assuming arguendo that FIG. 2 of Moore ct aK can 
be interpreted to disclose two separate comparators, their outputs are functions of different cells 
(memory cell 20 and memory cell 30). In contrast, claim 6 requires two comparators produce 
outputs that are a function of a single cell. 

Write-once memory that programs a cell from an initialization state to programmed state 
is only concerned with ensuring accuracy while writing to that programmed state. A single 
reference level in connection with the programmed state is all that would be necessary for 
programming. In contrast, rewritable memory may also be concerned with ensuring accuracy

while writing to multiple states. Accordingly, re-writable memory has different requirements 
than write-once memory. Multiple references may then be required to ensure each state is 
programmed correctly. 

Thus, Applicants submit that claim 6 is allowable. 

Claims 2-5 and 7 - 13 depend from claim 6 and Applicants also submit that these claims 
are allowable for at least the same reasons stated above for claim 6. 
Claims 14 - 38 also distinguish themselves from the prior art. 

Based on the foregoing, all claims pending in the application are believed to be allowable 
and a Notice of Allowance is respectfully requested. If the Examiner has any questions or 
comments regarding this amendment, the Examiner is respectfully requested to contact the 
undersigned. 
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
